Shop Opened In 1928 

Keefe Florist first opened in 1928 under the

At that time, Phillip was juggling 
three jobs - pedalling ice, delivering parcels, and 
opening the flower shop. 

“It was my father’s dream to grow flowers,” 
Keefe told us at his home. Although times were 
tough for people during the Great Depression of 
the 1930’s, the flower shop began to prosper. 
“Everyone thought he (Phillip) was crazy and his 
business would never work,” said Mrs. Keefe.

Lisa Ziegert murder on its popular ‘‘Unsolved 
Mysteries”? program on Wednesday, October 27th, 
at 8:00 p.m. ; 

An NBC film crew and actors arrived in 
Agawam for five days in June to recreate the 
murder, using local law enforcement officials, in- 
cluding Agawam Police Detective Wayne Macey 
and Police Captain Robert Campbell, as expert 
consultants, as well as interviewing both to air on 
the segment. 

The investigation of Miss Ziegert’s murder has 
lasted for over 18 months. She was abducted from 
the former Britany’s Card & Gift Shop on Walnut 
Street Extension on the evening of Wednesday, 
April 15th. The case continues to haunt this com- 
Me investigation is Gridlocked 

The ongoing investigation has been gridlocked 
and it is the hope of law enforcement officials 
that the nationally-televised show, which reaches 
30 million viewers, will unravel new information 
that will lead to the apprehension of the killer. 

Segments from Unsolved Mysteries have helped 
other cases to be solved and Macey told us he is 
keeping his fingers crossed and is holding out 
hope that the same will happen in the Ziegert 
case.

will be monitoring the computer phone banks of 
the TV show to see if any of the phone calls the 
segment stimulates may lead to new information. 
“According to the people at NBC, they average 
about 1,700 initial calls from the show and about 
4,700 total calls in a week’s time. All phone tips go 
into a computer and ones that are considered 
‘hot’ come right out in a hard copy to see if that tip 
warrants any further investigation,’ Macey said. 


NBC offers an anonymous, toll-free hotline that 
viewers can Call. “We want as many people in this 
area to watch the show as possible,” Macey said 
Tuesday. ‘“‘The people at NBC work very closely 
with law enforcement officials and | will be there 
to represent both the town and the Hampden 
County District Attorney’s Office. 

“Different things motivate different people and 
this may help lead to the break we need to get so- 
meone who has information to come forward,” 
said Macey.

What viewers will see will be a re-enactment of 
a crime that sucked the collective breath from this 
community during the intense, four-day period 
leading to the discovery of Lisa Ziegert’s body ina 
wooded field off Suffield Street, directly across 
from Adams Street. 

Miss Ziegert, a Special Education teacher at 
the Agawam Middle School, did not report to work 
on Thursday, April 16th. The day of her abduction 
from the card shop was a beautiful spring day but 
the next day was foul - cold, sleet, and a light 
snowfall. 

Former Students Interviewed 

Several people told us that one of the most 
emotional moments as the NBC cameras rolled 
came when three of Miss Ziegert’s former 
students at the Middle School were interviewed. 

The frantic search for Miss Ziegert, an Agawam 
High School graduate who taught religious 
classes each Saturday morning at Sacred Heart 
Church in Feeding Hills, ended when a.resident 
out for a walk came across her body in a field on 
Easter Sunday. Churches throughout the com- 
munity held vigils for the safe return of Miss 
Ziegert but the news later that day brought out 
everyone’s worst fears. 

The subsequent few days following Easter Sun- 
day became a wild media event as investigators 
attempted to piece together the puzzle. The 
Ziegert family, while surrounded by caring friends 
and relatives, were living a nightmare that 
couldn’t possibly be happening in Agawam, but 
was.

Melconian Blasts 
Perk Package To Exec 


Senator Linda J. Melconian (D-Springfieid), 
recently blasted the executives at Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield of Massachusetts for their improprie- 
ty at awarding its outgoing president, John Larkin 
Thompson, a benefit package worth approximate- 
ly $3 million. Although the action by the Biue 
Cross/Blue Shield fulfilled its contractual obiiga- 
tions with Mr. Thompson, it was nonetheless met 
with harsh criticism from ratepayers and 
legislators alike. : : 

Melconian contended, “I find it appalling that 
an outgoing CEO is even given a ‘golden para- 
chute,’ contractual or not, of almost $3 million 
when elderly policyholders are deciding between 
paying for health insurance and buying groceries. 
This is yet one more example of why there is so 
much wrong with quasi-government medical ser- 
vices corporations, and why we need to move for- 
ward with the Clinton Health Care Plan.” 

Melconian, who is the Senate Chairwoman of 
the Joint Committee on Insurance, proposed that 
Blue Cross/Blue Shield direct monies that normal- 
ly fund retirement packages of this magnitude 
toward reducing the high premiums paid by 
policyholders, particularly elderly and disabled in- 
dividuals. 

Melconian emphasized, “! sponsored legisla- 
tion adopted in the budget which would provide a 
program of financial assistance for drug prescrip- 
tions for the elderly and the disabled, an effort for 
which | have fought several years. It is unfair and 
unacceptable that our citizens are repeatedly told 
there is no money for these kinds of worthwhile 
programs while at the same time, administrators 
like John Larkin Thompson are being ‘subsidized’ 
millions.” 

Melconian further suggested that the 
legislature should investigate ways in which ex- 
cessive retirement packages for executives and 
excessive employee bonuses can be directed 
toward reducing premiums paid by the elderly and 
disabled through some type of pooling 
mechanism. 

She concluded, “‘There ought to be a way, a law 
perhaps, that would reduce the burden on the con- 
sumer when large sums of revenue are made 
available. It is outrageous that the ratepayers 
should have to pick up the tab for these kinds of 
benefit packages.”

Industrial Zone Change 
Big Mistake For Agawam 


To The Editor: 

Homeowners, property owners, and land 
Owners - your property taxes have gone up every 
year and your home valuation and land valuation 
have been increased also, and will continue to in- 
crease if we, Agawam, do not do something to put 
a stop to it. 

Please, taxpayers - look at your tax bills of the 
last few years and compare them from year to 
year and you will find not only did your tax bills go 
up, so did your property valuations. Of course, 
your Prop. 2% limit went up also. Remember 
- valuation on sale price has gone way down! 

The only function of our town government that 
will bring relief is by getting industry, true in- 
dustry, in our industrial parks - both of them. 

That job has been given to the Agawam 
Economic and Industrial Corporation. There is no 
other agency in our government that can do and 
must do that job. We are not a committee who are 
charged with making a study. 

Agawam now gets less than $1 million of tax 
revenue from our industrial property. 

We, Agawam, have the industrial land capacity 
to create well over $15 million in taxes. | repeat, 
$15 million in taxes. It has been estimated 
that each acre of industrial land will generate 20 
jobs. We have more than 550 acres to develop in 
both parks which will create 10,000 jobs. 

The rate of taxes paid by industry, as stipulated 
in the classification code, is $18.20 per thousand. 
Home and land owners pay $13.70 per one thou- 
sand dollars of valuation. The income anticipated 
will cut your taxes each year or at least help hold 
the line as progress grows at the industrial parks. 

These deadly increases of your property taxes 
will continue to grow and grow (so that when your 
mortgages are paid off, your payments in taxes 
will be rising, rising, rising). 

SOLUTION? Call your public officials, your 
councilors, your Planning Board members - tell 
them not to mongrelize the industrial park with 
some 40-50 businesses, stores, restaurants, gas 


stations, schools, offices, town buildings, 
kindergartens, colleges, public libraries, 
museums, county, state, federal buildings, 


playgrounds, parks, business offices, medical, 
legal, financial, banks, insurance offices, real 
estate offices, and much more. 

It must be pointed out that all of these types of 
businesses do not leave much room for industry, 
let alone knowing just where to allow what, when, 
how, etc. No control is established in the intended 
zone change. Call your officials and tell them not 
to try to fix what ain’t broke. 

PROOF? The Bowles industrial park (Agawam 
Regional Industrial Park) is and was created by 
our then and present zoning laws. There is much 
more to be said about our industrial zoned land 
and you will hear soon.

Who was on the council for 14 years ... presi- 
dent for seven years? Have you seen any changes 
in the Zoning Ordinances? How come, as mayor, 
he would “adopt” a zoning plan now ... one that is 
proposed by current officials? 

3. If the city had the money available to spare, 
more parks with equipment would have already 
been established ... every candidate for council 
has proposed, at one time or another, new parks. 
playgrounds, equipment, etc. Where are they? If 
there are no funds available, how will this be ac- 
complished? 

4. Common knowledge ... Springfield increases 
water rates to Agawam in order to make profit and 
lower its own residents’ fees (that’s business) 
while Agawam rates go up. That’s been going on 
for years, and no one has yet solved it. What and 
where’s the solution? 

5. Economic development programs require 
funds from somewhere or from someone. The 
Candidate and his council supporters, in the past, 
appointed ineffective people as members of the 
Agawam Industrial Development Corporation— 
gave them no funds or instructions as to what to 
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do. One of his greatest supporters currently heads 
the Corporation... 

6. Student Educational Incentive Programs also 
will require additional funds for programs, teacher 
hirings, materials, and buildings, etc. As chair- 
man of the School Committee, The Candidate will 
be able to propose additional programs with ease, 
but the Town Council willhave to approve any ad- 
ditional funding. What’s the guarantee here? 

7. Additional space for schools has always 
been of concern to every city official who ever 
held office; current plans, already in the works, 
will solve this. Plans for additions to the schools 
are currently sitting on the table. Logic indicates 
that we should spend only when the need arises. 
Our current enrollment is over 1,000 students less 
than it was 15 years ago. Yes, it is slowly increas- 
ing! Schools will be provided, but only when 
necessary—regardiess of who is sitting in the 
mayor’s office. 

8. Pending traffic disaster in Feeding Hills? At 
this stage of the game, no one will be able to 
remove the existing businesses or other causes of 
the traffic problems that are in that area. We’ve 
had a lot of talk about the predicament for too 
long. The city is stuck with the situation as it ex- 
ists. We cannot backtrack! Numerous others over 
the years, and with greater power and influence 
than The Candidate, have attempted to convince 
state, county, and federal officials of actions that 
could have changed some of the situations, but 
even they have not been successful. 

9. Integrity of neighborhoods? How can the city 
protect the neighborhoods’ honesty, uprightness, 
moral soundness, principle, character, virtue, 
decency, etc., etc. ls The Candidate trying to tell 
us that we do not have integrity and need the 
city’s interfering assistance in maintaining our in- 
tegrity? Integrity is an ingrained character of all 
human beings and must be maintained only by his 
or her own actions. 

10. DPW Garage? The city certainly needs a 
modern, well-equipped facility, but as a short- 
term goal, The Candidate misses the point here. 
Everyone will hope that he will be able to come up 
with about $2 million or so, or be able to come up 
with a plan of how to pay for a bond issue over the 
next 10 to 15 years. 

So, let’s stop kidding ourselves! My dictionary 
says rhetoric means “effective use of formal 
language”; i.e., ‘‘the speaker used a lot of rhetoric 
but said nothing of importance.” Certainly 
nothing new that has not already been proposed.

Fire-Wise

Fire Safety For 
Older Americans 


If you are 65 or older, you are your own best in- 
surance against fire and burn injuries. Fire safety 
isn’t just for children. Because, like children, older 
Americans are at a greater risk of being injured or 
killed from fires or burn injuries than other adults. 
The Agawam Fire Department encourages you to 
take some time to look for and correct fire hazards 
around your home. 


Make sure you have at least one working smoke ; 


detector on each level of your home. They should 
be tested once a month and the battery should be 
changed annually. 


Have an escape plan. Know two ways out of 
every room, in care fire or smoke block one way 
out. Remember, during a fire the breathable air is 
close to the floor, so crawl low under smoke. 
Once you get out, stay out and call the fire depart- 
ment from a neighbor’s. Keep your glasses and a 
flashlight by your bed. 


If you smoke or have smokers in your home, ex- 
tra precautions should be taken. Each year 
careless smoking is a major cause of fires. A lit 
cigarette that falls onto a bed or sofa can smolder 
for hours. 

You should never smoke in bed or when lying 
down. Make sure large, deep ashtrays are used 
and that all smoking materials have been ex- 
tinguished completely. Dispose of butts in a 
metal container or douse with water before emp- 
tying into a trash can.

The kitchen is another area that can be very 
dangerous if certain precautions are not followed. 
Make sure your stove is clean and free of grease 
build-up. Keep flammables, such as towels and 
pot holders, away from the stove and oven. 

Turn pot handles away from the front of the 
stove so they won’t be knocked off or pulled 
down. If you’re called away from the kitchen dur- 
ing food preparation, turn all burners off. If you 
have a stove fire, put a lid on it, turn off the heat, 
and let it cool. 


Many fires are caused by home heating. You 
should have your heating system checked annual- 
ly by a qualified professional. If you use portable 
electric or kerosene heaters, make sure they have 
at least three feet of clearance around them while 
in operation and always follow the manufacturer's 
instructions for their use. 

Make sure you’ve insured your safety at home 
by knowing what to do in case of a fire. Contact 
the Agawam Fire Department at 786-2662 if you 
have any questions or need more information.

Tobacco And Nicotine 
by Officer Wayne Macey 


Agawam Police Department 


Today, nearly 1,000 people will die across the 
country from smoking-related diseases. Each year 
in the United States alone, almost a quarter- 
million people die prematurely as a direct result of 


tobacco use. That is more than four times the. 


number of people killed in Vietnam, and enough 
to fill the stands at the Super Bowl for the next 
four years. 


The American Cancer Society states that 70,000 
people die each year from lung cancer caused by 
smoking alone. Lastly, tobacco kills more than 10 
times the people lost in automobile accidents 
every year. The facts and statistics are staggering 
and would seem to have no end. 


Like cattle to the slaughterhouse, people are 
being led to their death by tobacco—the most 
habituating, addictive, over-the-counter drug cur- 
rently used by man. Much more than an annoying 
bad habit, it is a substance whose abuse defies 
reason. 

A firefighter, before entering a smoke-filled 
building, will be sure to 
don his air tank and 
mask. Upon completion 
of his job, he will settle 
back and relax with a 
cigarette. Tobacco 
smoke consists of 
nearly 500 compounds 
in its particles, with 
nicotine (an alkaloid in 
the leaf plant) Causing 
most of the acute ef- 
fects of smoking. 

Extracted nicotine is 
a colorless, acrid, and 
oily liquid which has 
been used as an insec- 
ticide. It has no 
medical use and is 
combined with other 
tars and gases which 
damage or affect vir- 
tually every organ in the 
body. 

Some of the direct ef- 
fects of smoking are in- 
creased heart rate and 
respirations. It is this 
feeling that is craved by 
the smoker. It seems to 
create a new feeling of 
alertness, combined 
with a sense of relaxa- 
tion. It is this combina- 
tion that makes 
withdrawal difficult.

In addition to the problems smoking presents 
to man, complications to pregnant women are 
even greater and of more concern. Low birth 
weight is common due to the reduced absorption 
of food through the gastrointestinal tract caused 


by smoking. 
Premature birth is also experienced by 
smokers. Nicotine is passed on to the 


breastfeeding infant through mother’s milk. The 
list of dangers goes on and on. Smokers have 
more accidents, house fires, and loss of life than 
non-smokers. They are also more susceptible to 
other diseases. 

In addition, taste buds and sense of smell are 
altered, fingernails and teeth are stained, and skin 
is wrinkled. As if health reasons were not enough 
to lead people to stop smoking, consider that the 
average smoker (two packs a day) will spend $4 a 
day, $28 a week, $112 a month, and ultimately 
$1,344 a year. 

One would think death would be quicker, 
cheaper, and less painful.

The Agawam Town Council and Agawam Plann- 
ing Board will hold a joint public hearing on 
Wednesday, November 3, 1993 at 7:30 PM in the 
Agawam Middle School Auditorium, 68 Main 
Street, Agawam, MA. The purpose of this hearing 
will be to hear the petition of the Agawam Town 
Council to amend Chapter 180 of the Agawam 
Town Code entitled “Zoning” with the following 
amendments: 

Amend Section 180-3A by adding Industrial 
District C. 


Add Article XIV, Section 180-90 through 180-100 
inclusive to Chapter 180 of the Code of the Town 
of Agawam. The Article will create a_new in- 
dustrial district entitled “Industrial C District.” 
The Industrial C District will only apply to an area 
of land bordered by Suffield Street to the east, 
Shoemaker Lane to the south and west and Silver 
Street to the north and all land inclusive therein, 
excluding a 300’ strip of land abutting the west 
side of Suffield Street bounded by Silver Street to 
the north and Shoemaker Lane to the south for 
which Industrial B zoning will apply and excluding 
the’ area abutting Doane Avenue and zoned 
Residence A-1 as shown on the “Building Zone 
Map.” Section 180-90, “Nonconforming Uses” en- 
titles existing uses within the district to be con- 
tinued, altered or enlarged in such use, and such 
building or structure to be reconstructed, rebuilt, 
restored and renovated in the same use. Section 
180-91 through Section 180-93 lists those uses 
which will be allowed by right, allowed by Special 
Permit, and prohibited within the district. Section 
480-94 lists Performance Standards which must 
be met by all new development within the district. 
The standards address the following categories: 
Dust, Dirt, Fly Ash and Smoke; Odors; Gases and 
Fumes; Noise; Vibrations; Wastes; Light, Glare 
and Heat; and Danger. Section 180-95 through 
Section 180-98 identify the dimensional re- 
quirements of the district. New landscaping re- 
quirements are contained in Section 180-99. Sec- 
tion 180-100 regulates unregistered vehicles, trac- 
tor trailers, and storage trailers. 


Add to Section 180-2, paragraph B, by inserting 
alphabetically the following definitions: 

TRACTOR TRAILERS - Any vehicle or object on 
wheels and having no motive power of its own, but 
which is drawn by or intended to be drawn by a 
tractor trailer truck. 

STORAGE TRAILERS - Any vehicle or object on 
wheels or without wheels which is designed to 
hold, transport, or store freight or other materials 
on a temporary basis, and which is not affixed to a 
permanent foundation. 

Amend the Town of Agawam Building Zone 
Map by changing the boundaries of the Districts 
established and shown on said Agawam Building 
Zone Map being further described and bounded 
as follows: 


Beginning at a point on the southerly sideline 
of Silver Street which is located at the intersec- 
tion of the southerly sideline of Silver Street and 
an offset line located 300 feet west of the westerly 
sideline of Suffield Street; thence, southerly along 
a line offset 300 feet west of the westerly sideline 
of Suffield Street, 6,905 feet more or less to its in- 
tersection with the northerly sideline of 
Shoemaker Lane; thence, west and north westerly 
along the northerly side of Shoemaker Lane 6,050 
feet, more or less, to the northeast corner of 
Shoemaker Lane and Silver Street; thence, nor- 
theasterly, 2,080 feet, more or less, along the 
easterly sideline of Silver Street; thence, easterly 
1,800 feet parallel to Doane Avenue, thence, nor- 
theasterly 575 feet, thence westerly 1,800 feet 
parallel to Doane Avenue; thence northeasterly 
continuing 5,880 feet, more or less, along the 
easterly sideline of Silver Street to the point of 
beginning. Be it hereby transferred from In- 
dustruial B to Industrial C and is hereby governed 
by all the provisions and regulations pertaining to 
Industrial C.

Consult An Attorney Before 
Signing Any Agreement 


Purchasing or selling a home will probably be 
one of your largest and most important transac- 
tions. Before signing a purchase and sale agree- 
ment, both buyer and seller should consult an at- 
torney to assure that the real estate transactio.. 
will be handled legally and professionally. 

Although an attorney is not a required part of 
the process, particularly in some states where 
escrow companies will attend to all closing tran- 
saction details, an attorney can protect your in- 
terests and help you resolve any potential legal 
problems before entering a legally binding con- 
tract. 

Sometimes buyers feel the need to sign a con- 
tract quickly and don’t have time to initially con- 
sult an attorney. In these cases, buyers can in- 
clude language in the contract that will allow their 
attorney time to give final approval on the 
agreement—usually within five to seven days. 
This allows both buyers and sellers to expedite 
the contract process without fear of inadequate 
representation. 

Sellers and buyers alike should familiarize 
themselves with the real estate transaction pro- 
cess before selecting an attorney. Learning the 
formal steps in the transaction will help buyers 
and sellers choose the right attorney and proceed 
with confidence. Throughout the process, at- 
torneys should attend to a variety of respon- 
sibilities, including consultation prior to signing 
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of the contract, preparing or approving the con- 
tract, examining documents and supervising the 
closing of the transaction. 

The attorney should be responsible for prepar- 
ing or evaluating documents which are necessary 
for completing transfer of the property. There are 
usually several documents to prepare in any real 
estate transaction, and the attorney can evaluate 
and explain each document to the buyer or seller 
whom he or she represents. The deed, the bill of 
sale, mortgage, promissory note, title commit- 
ment and the closing statement are only a few of 
the important documents that an attorney should 
review with the seller or buyer prior to the closing. 

One of the attorney’s most important respon- 
sibilities in the real estate transaction is to deter- 
mine the condition of the seller’s title to the pro- 
perty. Through this process, the attorney will 
discover if the seller is the legal owner of the pro- 
perty and if there is an unpaid mortgage or lien 
which must be settled before the title to the pro- 
perty can be properly transferred. ; 

The attorney will also discover any restrictions 
or easements which are on the property and the 
status of any unpaid property taxes or 
assessments. 

The buyer, the seller, and their attorneys usual- 
ly appear together at a final meeting to review all 
closing documents. At this meeting, usually refer- 
red to as the “closing,” the attorneys help ex- 
plain, sign and exchange the documents and ap- 
prove or clear up any remaining financial matters 
relating to the transaction. After the transaction is 
closed, an attorney will attend to any final details 
such as properly recording the deed, mortgage or 
other necessary documents and issuing title in- 
surance policies. 

Many attorneys are specialized, and it is impor- 
tant that you choose one who knows real estate 
terminology and real estate transaction pro- 
cesses. Before hiring someone, you should 
discuss all the details of the transaction with your 
possible candidate, including all legal costs you 
will incur. 

The attorney’s duty in any real estate transac- 
tion is to provide legal expertise. Through sound 
advice and through execution of all legal respon- 
sibilities, a good attorney will help you complete 
your transaction swiftly and with confidence.

Lung Asso. Report 
States That Asthma 
Is Serious Disease 


“ A teenage boy with asthma tells his brother 
that he’s feeling short of breath. He reaches for 
his medicine, but collapses first and turns blue. 
Despite the rapid arrival of a fire rescue squad, he 
dies 40 minutes later at the hospital. 

* A 53 year-old woman with moderate asthma 
complains of sudden breathlessness. She is given 
oxygen immediately, but dies before the rescue 
squad arrives. 

“ A 42 year-old woman, who had felt no asthma 
symptoms for a month, collapses after a sudden 
attack and is dead within 20 minutes. 

These cases are reported in a study just 
published by the American Lung Association, 
which offers the first hard evidence of a distinct 
and alarmingly lethat form of asthma. 

The phenomenon, Sudden-Onset Fatal Asthma, 
can apparently strike even people with mild forms 
of this lung disease. While most fatal attacks of 
asthma kill through gradual suffocation, the new 
variant grips the lung in an immediate 
stranglehold, leaving little time for medical in- 
tervention. 

“A lot of physicians have seen sudden deaths 
from asthma, but we’re only Belle now that 
these deaths might represent a new form of the 
disease, and perhaps a new disease entirely,” 
says Dr. Robert C. Strunk, director of the division 
of allergy and pulmonary medicine at St. Louis 
Children’s Hospital. 

The discovery is so recent, says Dr. Strunk, that 
experts have yet to determine what causes 
Sudden-Onset Fatal Asthma or identify which pa- 
tients are most at risk. 

“One reason we haven’t focused on this 
phenomenon in the past is that it’s very hard to 
get pathology reports,” says Dr. Strunk. ‘‘Cor- 
oners look at these sudden fatalities and say, 
‘Asthma is the obvious cause of death, so we 
don’t need an autopsy.’ That’s what made this 
study so valuable.” 

Both the study and an editorial comment from 
Dr. Strunk appear in the September American 
Review of Respiratory Disease, an official journal 
of the American Thoracic Society, the Lung 
Association’s medical section. 

In the study, led by Dr. Sanjiv Sur of the Mayo 
Clinic in Rochester, Minnesota, researchers look- 
ed at tissue samples from the lungs of seven pa- 
tients who died of asthma, three suddenly and 
four after a prolonged attack. What they found at 
the cellular level were two distinct pictures. 

The lungs of the slow-attack victims had a 
preponderance of eosinophils, a type of white

blood cell usually associated with allergic reac- 
tions, and one normally found in abundance in 
asthma fatalities. The airways of those who died 
quickly had few eosinophils but many more 
neutrophils, a cell also found in some allergic 
reactions, but one whose primary role is fighting 
infection. 

The disparity suggest that Sudden-Onset Fatal 
Asthma is a separate entity with its own triggers 
and mechanisms, which investigators have barely 
begun to study. 

The alternative hypotheses is that this new syn- 
drome is a more intense version of slow-onset at- 
tacks, one that kills so quickly that eosinophils 
don’t have time to reach the airways. In either 
case, its rapidity presents a serious hurdle to life- 
Saving treatment. 

“The message here is that asthma is a very 
serious illness, and you have to pay attention to 


attacks, especially when they’re different or sud- 
den,” says Dr. Strunk. “You have to get treatment 
ina timely fashion. Even though some attacks can 
turn fatal quickly, it’s still very unlikely that you’re 
going to die within 10 minutes. 

“The faster you respond, the more likely it is the 
attack can be reversed.” 

The discovery comes at a time when deaths 
from asthma in this country are rising sharply. 
Over 5,100 Americans suffered fatal attacks in 
1991, up from 2,600 in 1979. There are no data on 
how many of these deaths are sudden and rapid, 
although experts believe a large majority of fatal 
attacks take hours or days to develop.

—The Joy Luck Club 

In an audience predominantly of women (75 per- 
cent of whom were over 35), | sat and shared the 
life experiences of eight other women—Chinese 
matriarchs and their Chinese/American 
daughters. | experienced the joy and the sorrow 
and the intense emotions of The Joy Luck Club. 

It’s been called a woman’s picture and that’s 
probably true, though anyone of either sex and of 
any age who has loved—be it a parent, a friend, or 
a child—can find some portion of this exquisite 
film to savor and enjoy. 

Based on Amy Tan’s best-seller, the film begins 
with a going away party; a family gathering and 
send-off for June, whose mother died four months 
before and who is about to venture into China to 
be reunited with twin sisters she has never met. 

As she tours her family, she plays mahjong with 
her mother’s three best friends, and in vignette 
after vignette their stories unfold ... each one’s 
native past influencing their present and the 
lifestyles and life choices of their daughters. 

The stories flow loosely, one into the other, and 
it takes some concentration to keep the right 
mom attached to the right daughter, but the effort 
is more than worth it. 

Director Wayne Wang explores the secrets of 
the past to create new hope for the future, and his 
shifts between the clustered confusion of June’s 
apartment and the panorama of mainland China 
and its revolutions, history, and patriarchal 
customs is no less than breathtaking. 

Only by exploring her mother Suyuan’s past can 
June find her future. Meanwhile, outspoken Linda 
dominated her child-prodigy daughter Waverly 
against June; An Mei spent her childhood sticking 
up for her concubine mother in China and now 
must do the same for her daughter Rose, who is 
trapped in an unhappy marriage; and Lena is 
starved for the affection of her emotionally- 
distant mother Ying Ying (played by France Nuyen 
in an all-too-rare screen appearance). 

But to select one performance over another 
may be asking too much. Instead, listen, watch, 
and enjoy each on its own merits. And don’t forget 
to admire the settings. 

The Joy Luck Club, for all its bleak and barren 
moments and emotional torment, is in fact a 
movie about hope, trust, and love, requiring more 
Kleenex than one stuffs in a handbag. Just bring 
the box; you may have to share. 


—The Good Son 

Macaulay Culkin has come a long way from the 
amusing kid in the original Home Alone; in The 
Good Son, he is anything but. 

Culkin is Henry, a disturbed youth who 
(unbeknownst to his grieving mom) is the one who 
drowned her younger child in a bathtub several 
years before. 

Now, Henry’s got his eye on his younger sister 
(Quinn Culkin). 

Enter cousin Mark (Elijah Wood), who is griev- 
ing for his mother and missing his dad (who must 
be away on a job for weeks at a time). 

When a bizarre practical joke injures dozens on 
a high-speed highway, Mark backs off in shock 
and sees Henry in a new and unpleasantly dif- 
ferent light. But his own distress and Henry’s con- 
ning ways make young Mark look like the bad guy. 

The comings and goings and disturbing and 
deadly mischief shown here escalate to a 
cataclysmic climax with a Solomon-like ending.

Stirred Up 


Here’s the scenario: You’ve had a beastly day. 
You’re tired and irritable, and have forgotten to 
line something up for supper. You might not even 
care if anyone eats for the next week, but you 
know when this happens it means that supper is 
going to be (1) minimal, or (2) you’re going to have 
to go through the irritating process of convincing 
your diners to fend: for themselves, or (3) you’re 
probably going to pick up the tab when the pizza 
arrives. Even worse, you may have to listen to the 
family speculate on the date of their last home 
cooked meal. It’s not a pretty sight. 

Save yourself with a speedy stir-fry. Easy and 
versatile, leaving few dishes to wash, stir-fried en- 
trees are a great answer to the question ‘‘what’s 
for dinner?” and friendlier than answering 
“whatever you can find out there.” 

ELLEN’S SZECHUAN LO MEIN 
Serves 4 
1 pound pork tenderloin, thinly sliced 
3 tablespoons soy sauce 
1 tablespoon dry sherry 
Ye teaspoon crushed red pepper 
Olive oil 
1 large head of broccoli, cut into pieces 
1 large red pepper, chopped 
1 medium onion, cut into thin wedges 
6 ounces Chinese pea pods (fresh or thawed 
frozen) 
2 tablespoons cornstarch 
Ye teaspoon instant chicken bouillon 
1 cup water 
Linguine 

In a wok or 12-inch skillet, over high heat, saute 
broccoli in 1 tablespoon olive oil, stirring quickly 
to coat evenly. Add % teaspoon salt and % cup 
water. Reduce to medium, cover, and cook 2 
minutes. Uncover and stir-fry 5 minutes and 
remove to bowl. 

Add 2 tablespoons olive oil to wok or skillet and 
cook red pepper, onion, pea pods, and % teas- 
poon salt until tender-crisp. Remove and place in 
bowl with broccoli. 

Mix together pork, 3 tablespoons soy sauce, 
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crushed red pepper, and sherry. Add 1-2 tables- 
poons oil to wok or skillet and cook pork mixture 
until tender (approximately 5 minutes). Remove to 
bowl. 

Mix together 2 tablespoons cornstarch, 2 teas- 
poon instant chicken bouillon, and 1 cup water. 
Pour into wok and cook until mixture comes to a 
boil, stirring. Turn heat back to medium-high and 
vegetable and meat mixture. Heat through. 

Serve over cooked linguine. 


Ellen’s recipe is a delicious way to prepare 
something quick and nutritious. Fat content is ap- 
proximately 36%; to reduce both cholesterol and 
fat in the final product, meat can be eliminated 
and replaced with other vegetables. The amount 
of oil can be reduced by one-half with acceptable 
results, although care must be taken to avoid 
scorching the food. 

Stir-fries are fun to create because they lend 
themselves to so many different tastes. You can 
make them from leftovers, accommodating any 
kind of meat or vegetable with spices that accent 
them. Once you’re adept at adding spices, you 
can create your own recipes based on what you 
have available at any given time. While Ellen 
prefers stir-fried foods with a sauce, my family is 
often content with a mixture of meat or seafood 
and vegetables with appropriate seasoning. 

The following original stir-fry fecins comes 
from a young man who knows his stuff in the kit- 
chen. While he is a devotee of highly spiced, hot 
foods, he offers a less explosive version of the 
stir-fry. His interest in creating something good 
for his family and actually cooking it for them is 
exceptional in one so young. 


JASON’S SPECIAL PASTA 
Serves 3-4 

1 red pepper 
1 green pepper 
1 medium onion 
3-4 all-beef hot dogs 
2 tablespoons butter 
2 tablespoons soy sauce 
1 tablespoon garlic powder 
Ye teaspoon ground hot red pepper 
Angel hair pasta 

Saute peppers and onions in butter. Add soy 
sauce, garlic powder, and ground hot red pepper. 
Keep warm. 

Cook angel hair pasta, adding a pinch of garlic 
powder to the cooking water. 

When the pasta is done, combine with the pep- 
per mixture and serve immediately. 


_ Jason’s recipe is relatively low in calories and 
is a powerhouse source of Vitamin C and Vitamin 
B-12. For those of us who are watching fat and 
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cholesterol, substitution of turkey franks and 
lower sodium soy sauce might be prudent. You 
also may enjoy this over rice for a change of pace.

DAathar possibility for a quick dinner is a non- 

traditional version of Burgoo cooked in the wok. 
Burgoo is a southern dish comprised of 
vegetables and a variety of meats. It can be 
prepared with leftover meat and makes a very 
satisfying stew that is low in calories (less than 
300 per serving), with percentage of fat less than 
30%. Try this with different vegetables if you like. 
Addition of okra is traditional, but optional. 


PRONTO BURGOO 
Serves 4 

6 ounces top round beef steak 
2 boneless, skinless chicken breasts 
1 (14% ounce) can of stewed tomatoes, cut up 
1 (6 ounce) can of tomato juice 
1 tablespoon Worcestershire sauce 
Y2 teaspoon sugar 
Y2 teaspoon salt 
2-3 drops of bottled hot pepper sauce 
1 tablespoon cooking oil 
1 (10 ounce) package frozen succotash 
Y2 (10 ounce) package frozen, cut okra (optional) 
Ys cup cold water 
2 tablespoons all-purpose flour 

If using fresh meat, trim fat and partially freeze 
beef to make cutting easier. Thinly slice beef 
across the grain into bite-size strips. Rinse 
onto and pat dry. Cut into %-inch pieces. Set 
aside. 

In a bowl, stir together the stewed tomatoes, 
tomato juice, Worcestershire sauce, sugar, salt, 
and hot pepper sauce. Set aside. 

Pour cooking oil into a wok or large skillet. 
Preheat over medium-high heat. Add beef to the 
wok and stir-fry for 2-3 minutes or to desired 
doneness. Remove beef from wok. 

Add chicken to the wok and stir-fry for 1-2 
minutes or until chicken is brown. Stir in tomato 
mixture and bring to boiling. Add succotash and 
okra. Return to boiling, then reduce heat. Cover 
and simmer about 20 minutes or until vegetables 
are tender, stirring occasionally. 

Combine the cold water and flour; stir into 
chicken mixture. Cook and stir until thickened 
and bubbly. Return beef to the wok; cook and stir 
about 1 minute more or until heated through. 
Serve immediately.

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Agawam High Moving Closer To 
Creating Career Resource Center

“It’s long past being needed and a marvelous 
step in the right direction. It looks like we're final- 
ly moving to where we should have been for along 
time,” said School Committee member Louise 
David of the plan to create a Career Resource 
Center at Agawam High School. 

“There was little doubt in my mind that we 
would get this off the ground quickly,” com- 
mented AHS Principal Russell G. Furtado. 

Although no firm date has been projected for 
completion of the center, the Guidance Depart- 
ment hopes to open the center as soon as possi- 
ble. 

Guidance Chairman Paul Cavallo gave the 
School Committee an update on the progress be- 
ing made on creating the Career Resource Center 
at AHS at their October 12th meeting. 

Under the direction of Furtado, Cavallo and 
Guidance Counselor Alan Cohen are working to 
turn the waiting room of the Nurse’s Office into a 
Career Resource Center. Cavallo said space at 
the High School is limited and the nurse’s waiting 
room was the only possible place for the 
Resource Center. 

“We have felt right along that there’s one area 
that’s in great need at the High School. And that 
is to have a place where kids can go and in- 
vestigate careers,” he said. 

Department Heads To Contribute Materials 

According to Cavallo, the Guidance Depart- 
ment will provide the furniture and purchase 
necessary resource materials to get the center 
Started. He added that department heads will be 
contributing the materials they have collected on 
careers in their specific fields. 

Cavallo will be looking for grant money to fund 
a position for an aide in the resource center to 
help students in accessing the materials. 

Cohen plans to visit area high schools with 
career resource centers in place. Cohen told us, 
“I'll be looking for ideas on how we can set it up. 
I'll see what other people have done and what’s 
been successful.” 








Getting the students involved in the creation of 
their career center is important to Cohen. He is 
hoping to get students in the Art Department to 
decorate the walls with murals. 

Using computer programs as well as books and 
pamphlets, students will be able to review infor- 
mation on the requirements for different careers 
and on the outlook for job opportunities in the 
future. 

Noting that the School Committee has been ad- 
vocating a Career Resource Center for many 
years, member Louise David asked, “Why did it 
take us all this time to get a resource center go- 
ing? What is so different about this year?” 

Citing problems in the past over utilization of 
space and “hitting some brick walls,’ Cavallo 
said it was a matter of getting things moving 
along and getting permission to get the center 
started. 

Hoping To Develop Apprenticeship Program 

Continuing with his commitment to bring 
career training to AHS students, Furtado is work- 
ing toward an expanded work study program for 
juniors. Furtado said he is hoping to develop an 
apprenticeship program with local business so 
that skilled students can be sent out as juniors to 
gain work-related experience. 

Plans are being made to tap into community 
resources to utilize senior citizens and area 
business leaders in career counseling at AHS. 
Guest speakers from different professions, oc- 
cupations, and trades will be invited to come to 
AHS each month to give the students a link with 
the working world. Students will be able to learn 
from working professionals what their jobs are all 
about and what it takes to get there. 

Working with a career counselor from the 
Lower Pioneer Valley Educational Collaborative, 
Cohen will be testing 100 vocationally oriented 
ninth graders to determine where their interests 
lie. Cavallo noted, “We’re very fortunate to have 
this service due to our participation in the col- 
laborative.”

What Are Financial Planners? 


Over the last three years, my staff and | have 
received calls from parents of seniors who have 
been approached by a financial planner. One of 
their paid services is helping students and 
Parents apply for college financial aid. 


Our guidance department does not refer 
parents to financial planners. We feel that we are 
not in a position to deal with the personal finan- 
cial background of our clients’ parents. Our role is 
e serve as a disseminator of financial informa- 

ion. 


For that reason we have a Financial Aid Night 
every December, at which time a college financial 
aid officer explains the forms that must be com- 
pleted in order to be considered for any financial 
aid. But because the financial planner has 
become a part of the process, | am including 
questions asked by counselors about the finan- 
cial planner. 


The responses to these questions may help you 
in making your decision about your need for a 
financial planner. —e 

QUESTIONS ASKED BY GUIDANCE 
COUNSELORS REGARDING 
FINANCIAL PLANNERS? 


Q. What is a financial planner? 

A. A definition of this term represents the crux 
of the problem in this industry today. There is no 
clear, concise definition of a “financial planner.” 
Anyone who gives financial advice may decide to 
use the term (i.e., accountants, attorneys, in- 
= agents, and securities brokers, tonamea 

ew). 

The College of Financial Planning in Denver, 
Colorado, is the institution most widely 
acknowledged in granting the CFP (Certified 
Financial Planner) designation. An_ individual 
must complete a comprehensive course of study 
which includes insurance, estate planning, pen- 
sions and retirement planning, taxation, etc., to 
receive the “CFP.” 

Generally, this is accomplished over a two-year 
period while simultaneously being employed in 
the financial services industry. Several colleges/ 
universities are also now offering a financial plan- 
ang specialty at the undergraduate and graduate 
level. 


Q. What credentials and/or qualities should | in- 
sist on to be certain that a financial planner is 
reputable? 

A. Credentials do not insure reputability; 
however, if an individual is designated a “CFP,” 
they have completed the course of study describ- 
ed above and this may be easily verified. Inquire 
as to the person’s background in financial ser- 
vices and years of experience, and request profes- 
sional affiliations (a call to these organizations 
may be able to alert one to any complaints). 


Q. What benefits can a financial planner offer 
to parents? 

A. A financial planner can help them unders- 
tand their finances through an objective analysis 
of their assets and liabilities, and advise them 
what they need to invest to reach their college- 
funding goals as well as what they can afford to 
invest. The planner can assess their risk tolerance 
and advise them on appropriate investment 
strategies/allocations. ‘

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planner? 

A. In general, if their financial situation is 
somewhat complex, the services of a financial 
planner will justify the cost (anywhere from $1,000 
to $15,000). A simple financial plan will be done at 
little or no cost by most brokerage firms, with the 
idea that some of one’s investment funds will be 
placed with them (there is never any obligation to 
do this, however). 

lf one has a large estate, complex tax situation, 
owns a business, etc., a more comprehensive 
plan provided by an independent planner or one 
with a brokerage firm may be well worth the cost. 

Q. In what income range should a family be in 
order to benefit from financial panning? 

A. Of course, it depends on the family but 

enerally $50,000 and over in annual income or 
20,000 and over in investable funds.

tempt to develop courses that can be accepted for 
college credit. 

According to Cavallo, the purpose of the pro- 
gram is to identify course work at the High School 
that is similar to courses at STCC so that 
students will not have to repeat the same work. 
For example, students who have taken two years 
of WordPerfect may be able to receive college 
credit at STCC for those courses. “It’s like money 
in the bank for the kids,” Cavallo said. 

Aimed at students who are not planning to at- 
tend a four year college, the program ‘could be 
the impetus for a student to attend STCC,” com- 
mented Cavallo. Even students not planning any 
further education after high school may be at- 
tracted to STCC by ‘dangling a carrot like this in 
front of them,” Cavallo added. 

In November, AHS department heads will meet 
with STCC officials to begin the process of identi- 
fying the strengths and weaknesses of the 
courses offered at AHS. Cavallo noted that any 
necessary changes in the course work would be 
incorporated into a contract between the Agawam 
School Department and STCC. 

Veteran School Committee member Robert 
Doering said, “This is a golden opportunity for us, 
especially with Ann Favreau working on cur- 
riculum review, if changes have to be made.”

Forgetful Freddie must once again be reminded 
to wear his eyeglasses. 

Kim is to be mainstreamed (from the D.L.C.) in 
arithmetic and reading. 

Attendance at TEAM meetings for students 
with specials needs as defined by Chapter 766 is 
required. Students in need of remedial help must 
be identified and their work planned in coopera- 
tion with the appropriate staff. 

Today there will be lunchroom duty, followed by 
a quickly eaten lunch in an overcrowded teachers’ 
lounge. When dismissaltime arrives, the bell 
rings, yet the students remain for the buses have 
not arrived.

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AHS Guidance Gets Computers

The Guidance Department at Agawam High 
School no longer has to rely on the out-moded and 
inefficient pencil and paper system of scheduling 
students, making changes to student schedules, 
and providing information on class assignments 
to students and parents. 

It didn’t take the uncertainties and year-long 
delay of a budget request or the expenditure of 
thousands of dollars as originally expected to br- 
ing the AHS guidance team up to date. 

As AHS Principal Russell Furtado reported to 
the School Committee at its October 12th 
meeting, all it took was a little digging into the 
computer department’s store of spare parts to 
find the necessary equipment. 

Each Guidance Counselor Has Access 

Each of the five guidance counselors at AHS 
now has instant access to the information on 
students’ schedules and class assignments 
stored in the main frame computer at AHS. As of 
the first week in October, the counselors have 
each received the monitors, keyboards, and 
printers needed to tap into the main computer 
system. 

. Attention was first focused on the problems 
related to the lack of computers in the Guidance 
Daprtment at the September 12th meeting of the 
School Committee.

Late Goals Sink

Central High School couldn’t have scripted its 
first-ever night game any better. The Springfield 
team got a near capacity crowd (on their side of 
the field), and then put on a fine come-from- 
behind victory over visiting Agawam High School.

So it was that those of us with that knowledge 
didn’t expect much of a game on the road last Fri- 
day night at Berte Field in Springfield. A lot would 
be left up to Quarterback Dan Moriarty and his 
receivers. They would have to do some quick stuff 
quickly and hope for the best. 

Agawam got the opening kickoff and im- 
mediately Moriarty hit Brian Pelligrino with a 
stand-up and fire eight yard strike on the first play.

Through the combined efforts of parents and 
coaches from the Agawam Senior Little League 
and the Sacred Heart Senior Basebal!

It’s almost 
as agonizing as watching the quarterback “take a 
knee” at the end of a ballgame. It is excrutiating. 
Here’s what happens: The team with the football 
knows that it has better than a 90 percent chance 
of making the game-winning field goal as long as 
they have the football at the proper angle on the 
field. (You don’t want your kicker trying an impor- 
tant field goal from a severe angle). The clock 
ticks down quickly on the helpless defensive 
team and then with four or five seconds to go, the 
kicker trots out and kicks the “dramatic game 
winning field goal.” 

Many times, they are not dramatic at all, except 
when the TV sports guy on the 6:00 p.m. news in- 
forms us that it took place “as time expired.” 

At any rate, that leaves no time whatsoever for 
the MSU team to try to mount a comeback. The 
game is over. Get on the bus. Like those cruel kids 
will sing to you, “It’s All Over. ’’ 

But, back to my scenario, OSU rolls in for a TD 
with two minutes to play. They kick the point, 
they celebrate, and immediately their coach says 
to himself, ‘‘Oh no, say it ain’t so.”’ 

Yes, now Michigan State has a chance to win! 
They may have to break the kickoff or hit a big 
play to get in position to do so, but now they have 
time. And in college football, two minutes is more 
than enough time. 

First, the defensive team (OSU in this case) will 
probably go to a soft zone of some type (a prevent 
defense if you will) and they will allow MSU the lit- 
tle stuff “underneath.” Pretty soon, with the clock 
stopping to move the chains and so forth, MSU 
has the ball at or beyond midfield and now all it 
takes is a lucky bounce, a trick play, a penalty, or 
a successful bomb away from being in position to 
win the game! 

If they score a TD, then the MSU coach can call 
all the shots. He can get the tie for sure if he kicks 
the point and he can pull the big upset if he goes 
for two on the conversion and is successful on the 
play. It would be a lot more sa idli| than what ac- 
tually ended up happening in Columbus last 
Saturday. ~ 

MSU stopped them on the first two plays and 
then Ohio State scored with just under a minute to 
play. In that short span of time, MSU did in fact 
move the ball to midfield, but one minute certainly 
is alot less than two minutes and the drive stalled 
wien a long bomb was tipped away as time ex- 
pired. 

It was a great finish, but it could have been bet- 
ter. And, at least, the game didn’t end up in a tie.

NFL QBs Who Are 
Not Ready For Duty: 
A Bunch Of Bunk

lt was about 2:30 in the afternoon, and one of 
the most expensive commodities ever to grace 
the shores of Miami Beach was lying on the near- 
frozen tundra of Cleveland Stadium on the shores 
of Lake Erie. 

It wasn’t AstroTurf; it was natural grass and a 
Strange twist of fate (not to mention an ankle) that 
felled Dan Marino two Sundays ago. The amazing- 
ly durable quarterback, who had not missed a 
game due to injury in more than 10 years, was 
painfully and unceremoniously gone for the 
season. 

Enter Scott Mitchell. He, the lefthander, who 
would immediately throw a 97-yard touchdown in- 
terception on his first pass play. And the 
obligatory words would be stated by the television 
announcer as if reading from a cue card, “Well, 
you reaily can’t blame Mitchell for that because he is the 
second team quarterback and he didn’t take many of the 
snaps during the past week in pratice.”’ 

Why? Why? Why? Can somebody please tell me 
why? In high school and college scenarios, you 
can understand it. The classrooms take up the 
major part of the day and practices are limited by 
the MIAAs and the NCAAs of the world. Time is 
limited and rules are strictly enforced. Both 
reasons are good reasons. Competition and fair 
play are the supposed real issues in the academic 
environments that surround amateur athletics. 

But the NFL is a whole new ballgame and | 
don’t understand it a lick. Why didn’t Scott Mit- 
chell get a million snaps if that is what Scott Mit- 
chell needed to get ready for the ballgame on Sun- 
day? For that reason, why wasn’t Bobby Brister 
ready when Randall Cunningham went down? Or 
Scott Secules when Drew Bledsoe went down? 

Not enough practice time? That is an un- 
satisfactory answer and it sounds like a manage- 
ment problem to me. If it takes hiring stand-ins to 
run through the plays on another practice field, 
there must be an answer. 

Livelihoods “On The Line” 

Thousands of people’s livelihoods are on the 
line during each NFL Sunday (and Monday Night). 
Quarterbacks are injured every single week during 
the season. Surely, there should be more em- 
phasis put on having a capable back-up ready to 
play with the current playbook. 

Coaches are told that they must win a certain 
amount of games. Cities lose franchises because 
a game or two ayear is won or lost. Baltimore lost 
a team in the middle of the night. St. Louis and 
Oakland had to say goodbye with tears in their 
eyes as the Cardinals and Raiders headed West 
and South, respectively. A whole city can be sent 
spinning by the hands that rock the NFL cradle. 

Why don’t the teams run an extra half-hour or 
hour of practice to get the second team QB orrun- 
ning back the proper amount of work? Even if a 
guy is just an “insurance” player, doesn’t it seem 
fitting that he pays the right premiums to settle 
the claim in case it occurs? 

Maybe research shows that players can only 
have so much practice time before it becomes 
counterproductive. Those that argue that point 
might need only to go to Paris Island or Camp 
Pendleton of Marine Corps fame, or remember 
what Coach Vince Lombardi did with his firm 
hand in practice and elsewhere. 

The risk of injury during the practice time might 
be too costly to bear, but players can be found 
elsewhere to fill the bill. You can hire high school 
players, small college players, guys from the local 
Steelworkers Union ... it doesn’t matter. 

Is it insurance reasons? Hey, if you have 50 or 
100 guys on the policy, it’s expensive enough. It 
isn’t going to break an NFL club. You can find a 
thousand guys in every NFL community that 
would do it on a volunteer basis and sign a 
release form just to get on the field with the pro- 
fessionals. 

The Public Deserves The Best... 

Quite frankly, at $40 and $50 bucks a ticket, the 
public is supposed to get the best possible pro- 
duct at all times. On Broadway, more than once 
an understudy has to be brought in to replace a 
star, and that understudy is always ready to per- 
form. It shouldn’t be any different in sports. 

As a matter of fact, with the size and strength of 
the football player of the Nineties, they should 
have qualified, capable personnel ready and able 
to perform at the highest level available for duty. 

The situation is polarized when a Marino and 
Joe Montana type star is immobilized for a while, 
but we are hearing those announcers utter those 
lines time in and time out, week in and week out. 

Theoretically, we should never hear them again.

Extremists File To Ban 
Hunting And Fishing 


A proposed state animal rights policy—even 
more radical than last year’s Arizona Proposition 
200—is headed for a Massachusetts referendum 
vote in November. 

Members of the extremist organizations Green- 
World, the Coalition to End Animal Suffering and 
Exploitation, and Earthfirst are preparing to col- 
lect petition signatures for their policy which 
would: 

Outlaw hunting, trapping, and fishing or any 
other activity that in any way disturbs wildlife or 
the environment; repeal all wildlife management 
laws including those protecting wetlands, en- 
dangered species, waterways, watersheds (Quab- 
bin), and other natural resource areas; require all 
state agencies to support the policy over all other 
official duties; and mandate that the Massachu- 
setts Fisheries and Wildlife Board be made up of 
two members each of the petitioning organiza- 
tions and one conservation biologist. 

Petitioners must collect at least 70,000 voter 
signatures to qualify for the issue. Before that, 
however, ballot language must be certified by the 
Massachusetts Secretary of State. The Attorney 
General has already signed the policy. 

The language of this measure spells out in 
detail what Proposition 200 only implied in 
Arizona. The bill was defeated in a statewide vote 
in November 1992; Proposition 200 was an anti- 
hunting issue portrayed by animal rights backers 
as Strictly a trapping issue. 

Unlike Arizona, Massachusetts and the entire 
New England area is a hotbed for animal rights 
activities. This, combined with the state’s small 
size and high-density urban population, makes 
this issue the biggest threat to conservation in the 
nation’s history.
